“Things have moved a long 
way and now grass root consum- 
ers are working with organiza- 
tions rather than organizations 
working for them. The difficulty 
lies im the systemic structure 
There ts still not enough voice for 
people with disabilities to make 
changes 1n the larger structure.” 

“We have to help each other 
out, You cant do it alone. You 
don’t get anywhere on your own. 
You have to have allies. We're 
struggling nght now and we have 
to make it better.” 

“The advocacy movement here 
in Ontario is at a mid-life crisis. 
The basic services are mainly in 
place. We need to move to the 
next stage which 1s negotiation 
and conciliation, not confronta- 
tion. We-need to consult, plan, 
and strategize with local commu- 
nities. We need toset up adetailed 
full year, plan with goals includ- 
ing specifics: who is going to do 
what, and how and when will it be 
done. Mostimportantly, the cross- 
disability community needs to 
constantly remind itseM of our 
common goal. How can groups 
with differing needs make the lives 
of all people with disabilities bet- 
ter?” 


Barbara’s Notes: The above 
messages from Independent Liv- 
ing (Kingston Independent Liv- 
ing Re source Ce ntre )make aheck 
of a lot of sense! When you think 
about i. each town has different 
group meetings. They all have 
their little groups, which consist 
of maybe 10, 14. or 17. Okay. 
each group has different disabili- 
ties and needs to consider and has 
Hs own club meeting. 

Ever wonder what it would be 
like if all got together into one big 
happy tamily, comparing notes, 
coping with their disabilities, and 
most of all, have a voice in part- 
nership. Think about it!

The National Transportation 
Agency of Canada has ordered 


, Air Transat to reimburse a cus- 


tomer after an investigation found 
that the airline’s handling of a 
seating reservation created an 
undue obstacle for a passenger 
with a disability. 

The problem occurred when 
Lynn Garnisgyand her mother 
boarded a flight from Toronto to 
London, England. When Mrs. 
Gamish booked the flight. she 


reserved bulkhead seating to ac- - 


commodate her mother’s disabil- 
ity. She gave Air Transat a medi- 
cal certificate venfying her moth- 
er’s disability. Although Air 
Transat staff assured Mrs. Gar- 
nish they would accommodate her 
request, bulkhead seating was not 
available when the two passen- 
gers boarded the plane. 

Instead, airline personnel 
moved the two passengers to more 
spacious Club Class seating just 
before take-off. Mrs. Gamishand 
her mother were each charged an 
extra $100 for the upgrade.

Many of the reptiles Bry now 
has were given to him by people 
who could not care for them. 

“We expect that once we open 
we will be required to offer sanc- 
tuary to abandoned reptiles. 

“Sadly, it is not only cats and 
dogs that get abandoned,” he says. 
“Many people buy pet turtles and 
snakes for their kids and don’t 
realize thes will grow. We can 
help avotd these animals being 
killed by providing a home and 
care.” 

. Bry says they will not sell rep- 
ules. 

“We don’t think these animals 
should be sold to children,” he 
said. “They need specialized care. 

“The facts are that reptiles are 
sold and traded extensively across 
North America and they are pur- 
chased and abandoned. We hope

The “prehistoric wonder” of 
alligators, crocodiles and turtles

Bry says the exhibits will 
change regularly and will feature 
only captive-bred reptiles such as 
alligators, caimen, crocodiles, 
snakes, lizards, iguanas, moni-

A number of members of the 
Madoc Village Fire Department, 
along with village council, other 
local and provincial politicians, 
members of other area fire de- 
partments and other guests were 
on hand for the ribbon cutting 
ceremony for the new hall, as well 
as 4 landing demonstration on the 
new heliport. ~ 

Prior to the ribbon cutting, 
Reeve Tom Deline said the idea of 
building a new-fire hall allowed 
the village to “kill three birds with 
one stone”. He said it allowed the 


village to built a facility to prop- 
erly accommodate —_all the vil- 
lage fire department's equipment, 
as well as possibly accommodate 
an ambulance, depending on tu- 
ture Ministry of Health changes: 
An additonal fifth bay was con- 
structed to house an ambulance if 
need be. The new fire hall allows 
the old hall to be passed on to the 
public works department which 
needs anew facility. The new fire 
hall was funded through the 
Canada/Ontario infrastructure 
program which has the federal. 
provincial and Municipal govern- 
ments each paying one-third of 
the cost of the project. + 

Deline thanked Hastinzs-Pe- 
terhorough MPP Elmer Brchanan 
who he said was a great help in 
Centre Hastings and the village, 


securing the grant for the heliport 
construction. 

Buchanan, who was on hand, 
said he was impressed with the 
tumout for the grand opening and 
said it reflected the community's 
commutment.

portable food canteens

Madoe Village Council moved 
towards the regulation of portable 
food canteens in the village the 
introduction of a new bylaw 

The bylaw was introduced a 
recent council meeting and was 
given its first two readings. The 
third and final reading will be 
made during the next regular 
council meeting to be held on 
Dec. 16 


The new bylaw was modelled 
after a similar bylaw that was 
passed by the City of Trenton 


- Under the new bylaw, portable 
food canteens fall under one of 
three types; type A is a canteen 
that.is also motor vehicle or a 
trailer which is equipped to be 
pulled -by a motor vehicle and 
from which food products and 
beverages are.sold. Type B is a 
vehicle which is not propelled by 
any motorized meags and from 
which food products which are 
cooked within the vehicle, or pre- 
pared elsewhere, and beverages 
art sold. Type C isa vehicle which 
isnot prépelled by an motorized 
means and from which ice cream, 


frozen nmulk or frozen water prod 
ucts are sold. Under the classifi 
cations a Type A velnele would 
be required to pay an S800 annual 
heence fee, with an additional fee 
of 5200 if located in the down 
lownarca, Type B vehicle would 
be required to pay a S600 fee, with 
an additional fee of $175 if to 
cated inthe downtown area; Type 
© would be required to pay a $ 400 
fee, with an additional fee of S100 
and $20 for each additional vehi 
che 


Type A vehicles will be re 
quired to obtain approval of its 
location before receiving a licente

All food canteens will be re 
quired to provide a sufficient

Children First meeting 
generates rich exchange of ideas 


Exceptional youth video 
given first public showing 


By Bill Freeman 


Norwood - “The youth of 
Norwood have to have some sort 
of voice. says Jill Dunn a univer 
sity student living in the village 
and one of the driving forces be 
hind the remarkable home-grown 
video “Who's Going To Tell 
Them?” 

The video, given its first public 

showing al a town hall meeting 
Wednesday, is a by-product of 
the Children First Project (CFP) 
- a three-year pilot project to pro 
mote the well-being of children, 
youth and families by better ut 
living resources in the county. 

And Wednesday's meeting was 
used as a forum to. discuss the 
CFP. its history and objectives, 
and sound out ideas from local 
youth and adults alike 

The result was a rich and at 
ficulate blend of ideas -- an im 
portant first step in realizing some 
of the goals of the unique CFP 
which ts sponsored by the philan- 
thropic Laidlaw and Lawson 
Foundation, 

The Project's purpose is to “in 
tate, then fagelitate. document and 
evaluate a process which would 
allow a community system for 
children to evolve inaneighbour 
hood and to connect the ergauvity 
of the neighbourhood system with 
the large changes that are needed 
at a county-wide level.” 

Through this process they hope 
fo develop a county-wide com 
munity system for children. 

Norwood, and the Greenhill/ 
Talwood neighbourhood in Pe 
terborough, are local pilot projects 
and unique in that only three other 
projects like it are underway in 
Ontario. Those are in Waterloo 
Region. Metro Toronto and North 
York. 

The meeting went “wonder- 
fully well,” CFP co-ordinator Ruth 
Sanderson says. “I was really 
happy with some of the discus 
sion. Itopened up some real gates 
to talk.” 

The cornerstone of the meet- 
ing was unveiling the $1200 youth 
video which Ms Dunn and a small 
team of local Norwood Hivh stu- 
dents worked On over the sum- 
mer, 

ifwas a vivid, eye-opening and 
sharply-realized visual essay on 
aspects of teen life in the village. 
The audience responded posi- 
tively to it. The video sparked 
discussion beyond the expecta- 
tions of meeting organizers. 

The videp artists enjoyed work - 
ing on it arid hopeAo do-a follow- 
up in the future4f they can. 


When they first started the 
video project Ms Sanderson was 
noisure Ww would work or what 
hind of reaction a would receive 

But now she is absolutely con 
vinced video ts a “reasonable and 
viable tool to use to document 
what kids are saying” 

“Soumany pieces came together 
atthe night time.” Ms Sanderson 
explamned 

She says All Dunn approached 
her about dome something in het 
own community; teachers at the 
high school directed her to the 
Communications Technology 
class where she met the core group 
of students who would work on 
the project. Techmical advice was 
also available through a studio im 
Peterborough 

“Having Jill available was in 
strumental.” Ms Sanderson said 

“Getting the video to this stage 
is Something to celebrate.” 

Allan Vallillec. the Uireggor of 
Kinark Children’s Services in 
Peterborough and co-chair of the 
Children First Project, says mak 
ing Norwood a “great place for 
kids is the simplest message be 
hind the project.” 

We already have a “comph 
cated, expensive bureaucracy we 
all complain about.” says author 
Gale Chislett, also partol the CFP 

“There are lots of resources 
but they are not always afford. 
able. accessible or available, With 
our help we'll provide changes in 
small scale and then transform 
them to a larger scale 

“We hope to influence the pro 
vincial direction,” she added. 

Norwood ts already a “distinct 
community mvolvedinoutreach 
pilot projects but it doesn't have a 
lot of services, Ms Chislett said. 

Suvanne Hamilton of the 
Laidlaw Foundation says her 
group also believes there are bet 
ter Ways Ih Use resources 

We have a lot of money going 
into them but people are not nec 
essarily aware of them, Ms Ham 
iton Says 

-“We have to come up with 
better ways of using resources 
amd we want to learn from com 
munities themselves what kind of 
things need to happen.” ; 

Mr. Vallillee says there ts prob 
ably $150-200 mullion spent in 


“the city and county already on a 


range of services, * 

“There is a very complicated 
mix of services, ” he swd. “How 
can we use.them and promot 
them better?” 

“We'vereally focused on prob 
lems rather than what makes kids 
healthy -- what makes adoles- 
cence a richer expeneénee.”

- Tips for Toasty 
Toes and Fingers 


(c.1994 by Craig Nicholson. 
All rights reserved,) 


Remember last winter? Tem- 
peratures plummeted and many 
snowmobilers stayed honie. Har- 
‘dier souls braved frozen fingers 
and toes to hit the trails. 

Not me. I snowmobiled almost 
10,000 kilometres from the hills 
of New Brunswick to the moun- 
tains of Montana in toasty com- 
fort. Even one morning w hen the 
mercury froze at - -55 degrees ( ‘el- 
sius with a wind chill factor of 
almost -80! My secrets for warm 
hands and feet? Read on. 

These extremities are the fur- 
thest from your heart. so circula- 
tionis less effective and body heat 
more limited. Depending on your 
metabolism, they may require 
special protection against the cold. 

Winter warmth has two guid- 
ing principles Aeenin dry and 

‘retaining keat/So when shopping 
lor mitts and boots, your best is 
removable layers. Why? Because 
each layer traps air that your body 
has worked hard to heat. recy- 
cling it for additional warmth. 
Layers can also be removed for 
thorough overnight drying and/or 
replace ment when wet. But loose 
1s critical: be certain to buy a size 
or two larger than normal for 
maximum benefit. There’s noth- 
ing more likely to freeze your 
fingers and toes than tight cover- 


lar With layering through the ubiq- 
uitous felt liner in footwear. “It 
traps warm air but can become 
damp when natural foot perspira- 
ton has nowhere to go. Recently, 
several boot manufacturers have 
overcome this deficiency by de- 
Vising systems to take moisture 
away from your feet, - 

One 1s an inner/sole of dense 
foam or plastic that fits under the 
liner, creating a warm air circula- 
lion platform between foot and' 
sole. | tested two makes last win- 
ter that were rated down to -85 
degrees Celsius and was rewarded 
with warm feet all winter. Their 
liner approaches were different. 

The “Control” boot from 
Altmann Industries (416/248 
2292) replaced felr with a new 
high tech. almost sponge-like 
material. This liner has an 
aluminized outer surface that re- 
flects body heat back onto the 
foot. The boot is light weight and 
water proof. A padded tongue 
keeps snow from sneaking in 
around the laces. My only reser- 
vation was a feeling that the c omfy 
liner packed down with constant 
use -casily remedied by alternat- 
ing a second liner. 

Sorel’s “Bigfoot” (available in 
retail outlets across Ontario) has 
double felt liners - the inner stays 
dry by transferring moisture to 
the outer sheath. In addition, this 
hoot has two inner soles and an

Other tips: Buy a second set 
of liners and alternate them daily 
so each set has a chance to thor- 
oughly dry and recover fully. Try 
fluffing them in the dryer to re- 
store their air retention proper- 
ties.

Infact, my wife 
rides most of the winter with only 
a pair of thin glove liners. heated 
grips and muffs.

According to 
1994 figures published by the In- 
ternational Association of 
Snowmobile Administrators, On- 
tario has gly 89 “industnal size” 
groomers) 94 “medium” units and 
152“small” ones to groom 35,000 
kms of trails. 

Given that the (52 small units 
are outdated toys that are fast 
becoming, obsolete in a modern. 
world class grooming fleet, this 
leaves the province with 183 
groomers, or one per every 191 
kilometres. 

Compare this to Quebec, whose 
39 1 -strong industrial fleet covers 
30,000 kms 6r one unit for 
kilometres. an almost two and a 
half times better ratio than On- 
tanto. Add into this equation the 
facts that half of Ontario's exist- 
ing units are classified as “me- 
dium” whose grooming capabil- 
ity can’t compare to largerindus- 
trial mac hines. And that many of 
this province's fleet are on their 
last legs, age-wise, requiring 
prompt replacement. 


Now consider that most On- 
tario snowmobile clubs are al- 
ready strapped to meet their cur- 
rent payments and cover increaséd 
trail operating expenses. In fact. 
recent“ figures released by the 
OFSC indicate that the total an- 
nual operating cost for clubs has 
re ‘ached about $343 per kilometre 
of trail, almost double what they 
net each season from selling trail 
permits. So few clubs have the 
immedijte capacity to fund the 
huge capital equipment upgrades 
necessary to bring the Ontario 
grooming fleet into fine with to- 
day's rider demand. 


Will Ontari fall Mat on its 
face’ Unlikely, if the OPSC has 
us way.
